CALGARY RADIAL RAILWAY 
PROPOSED 
Calgary, Jan. 19.—The Commissioners 


of Calgary have aiready considered in- 
formally the question of a street rail- 
way for Calgary. They have taken no 
real action on the question though for- 
mal consideration will be given in a 
short time and a report will be made 
to the council. 

It is the belief of certain members 
of the commission that the question 
of a street railway will not be as 
serious as the people of Calgary have 
believed. It is estimated that the 
cost of an 8-shaped railway or an 
Hi-shaped road would be without 
power about $125,000. The cost of 
power will depend on the amount that 
the city proposes to spend. With a 
power house worked in conjunction 
with the present light company the 
cost would be very considerable.

Addresses Made by Mr. Lanigan and 
Prof. Clark in Sister Town 
Yesterday

noxious weeds in the ordinary grain 
asi taken from cars shipped to lake 
ipor:s, ; 

Prcfessor Clarke acted as chairman 
and opened the meeting in a brief 
speech, introducing Mr. W. B. Lani- 
gan. 

» Mr. Lanigan gave a very practical 
and humorous address, mentioning his 
experience in farming in his early 
days. He spoke of the interest which 
his company was taking in the clean 
seed crusade and the assistance they 
received from the Dominion and Pro- 
vincial Governments. He said a Con- 
servative estimate of the loss to the 
farmers west of Winnipeg for 1905 was 
$20 on account of bad seed, smut, and 

weeds. He instanced the loss to the U. 
S. government on account of parasites 
which prey upon the cotion plant and 
the efforts made to overcome the loss. 
He spoke of the importance to the 
farmers of Alberta of selecting the very 
best seed and of making every conceiv- 
able effort to destroy smut and weeds. 
He exhorted the farmers to co-operate 


and fight those pests to a finish and 
thus avert this terrible annual loss. 

Prof. Clarke was the next speaker, 
and took up the practical aspect of 
the question. He passed around many 
samples of grain in glass _ bottles, 
figures on which showed weight per 
bushel of sample, also percentage of 
grains which would germinate. He 
likewise explained different simple me- 
thods by which the ordinary farmer 
could determine the germinating power 
of seeds. He dwelt at considerable 
length on “‘smut’’, how to distinguish, 
and how best to combat its ravages. 
He recommerded that wheat be treat- 
ed with formaline, He showed what 
proportion of each to use per bush- 
el, the best method of treatment, and 
how to distinguish the pure articles 
when purchasing them. He spoke of 
the necessity of having good fanning 
mills and for the farmers to hand- 
pick the grain for seed, after passing 
it through a good mill. He also ad- 
vised each farmer to have ‘a special 
plot” in which to grow seed grain. 
He passed among the audience several 
samples of oats grown at the O. A. 
C., Guelph. He concluded an eminent- 
ly practical address which clearly 
showed his knowledge of the subject. 

Dr. Fletcher, botanist, Ottawa, next 
addressed the audience on the subject 
of weeds and how best to eradicate 
them. He spoke of the ball mustard, 
wild mustard, wild oats, couch grass, 
sow thistle, Canada thistle, and stink 
weed, and gave the latest and most 
approved methods of fighting and erad- 
icating those common and dangerous 
nests, which prey upon the farmer’s 
different crops. He exhibited many 
speciments of the different weeds found 
in the average crop and explained in 
detail the proper way to combat and 
overcome them. He approved of having 
true drawings of such weeds in all 
public schools so that the pupils in 
those different institutions'’at an early 
age may be able to distinguish such 
weeds and be instrumental in helping 
to destroy them. He said the farm- 
er, aS regards weeds, should be like 
the proverbial Irishman who strikes 
every head he sees.and hits to win. 
He said the two vital organs of the 
weed or any plant are the leaves and 
root and every time those were cut 
the plant was weakened. He «alsospoke 
favorably of harrowing the grain crops 
when about three inches high. A gen- 
tleman in the audience asked if he 
would recommend spraying wild mus- 
tard. The speaker replied the cost was 
$1 per acre and therefore tco expen- 
sive. At the conclusion of Dr. Fletch- 
er’s remarks Prof. Clark called on the 
Hon. A. C. Rutherford to address the 
audience. The premier gave a brief, 
practical ad§ress in which he thanked 
Mr.Lanigan for what the C.P.R. had done 
to make these gatherings a success, and 
of his pleasure at being present and

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SEED GRAIN EXHIBITION 

A Seed Grain Exhibition will be held 
in Robertson hall on February 12th 
apd 13th, under the auspices 0° 
the Alberta Farmers’ Association. 
While the fair is designed primarily 
for the interest and benefit of the grain 
grower, all interested in the agri- 
cultural progress of the country are 
invited to attend and the management 
trusta that the sympathy of the public 
with the purposes of the exhibition will 
be manifested by large attendance. The 
intention is to make the exhibition an 
annual event. ‘ 


The purpose of the exhibition is pri- 
marily to encourage the production and 
use of the best seed grain in the be- 
lief that the quality of grain produced 
in the district may be bettered. To this 
end suitable prizes will be offered for 
exhibits of seed wheat, oats, barley, 
tiax and timothy. The prizes will cov- 
er all kinds of these grains and will 
&gzregate over $400. Every facility 
wiil be offered after the prizes have 
been awarded for the sale and purchase 
of exhipits. Exhibitors will fix the 
priceson their own exhibits and an ex- 
pert will be in attendance to assist in- 
tending purchasers in the selection of 
seed.By thus providing a market for 
tne seller, as well as a source of sun- 
ply for the buyer, it is hoped that en- 
couragement may be given to the pro- 
duction of grain suitable for seed and 
im consequence to the raising of better 
grades of grain generally. 


The opportunity wil! also be taken 
fo conduct an educative campaign di- 
rected toward the benefit of the grain 
grower. Farmers meetings at which 
cpportunity will be given for the ex- 
change of opinions and experiemces 
will be held each morning at 10.30 
and arrangements are being made for 
lectures to be delivered by competent 
authorities in the afternoon and even- 
ing of each day. 


So far the enterprise has met with 
spiendid encouragement. The. business 
men of the city have co-operated sub- 
siantially with the farmers in the mat- 
ter of subscriptions toward the ex- 
penses and the outlook is for a success- 
ful and profitable exhibition.

The staff of lecturers travelling 
with the train are G. H. Clark, Domin- 
ion Seed Commissioner, Dr. Jas. Flet- 
cher, Experimental Farm, Ottawa, An- 
gus MacKay, superintendent -Experi- 
mental Farm, Indian Head, S. A. Bed- 
ford, Superintendent Experimental 
Farm, Brandon; W. R. Motherwell, 
Winister of Agriculture for Sas- 
“atchewan and president of the 
Territorial Grain Growers’ As- 
soctiation; Prof. W. J. Black, principal 
Manitoba Agricultural College, Winni- 
peg; Prof. Geo. Harcourt, Deputy Min- 
ister of Agriculture for Alberta; T. 
N. Willing, Chief Weed inspector, Re- 
gina; D. W. McCuaig, president, R. C. 
ffedners, vice president, Manitoba Grain 
Growers’ Association; Jas. Murray, 
Winnipeg; W. C. McKilliean, Calgary, 
Jominion Seed Branch; John A. Moon- 
ey, Valley River, Man.; John Miller, 
secretary, The Territorial-Grain Grow- 
ers’ Association; and Arcd.

Prof. Clarke called wpon Mr. Camp- 
beil of the Board of Trade for a few 
remarks before opening the lectures. 
Mr. Campbell said that as he was in 
the mulling business, be was greatly 
interested In the dectuxres being de- 
livered on the seed grain special. 
He thought that the question of the 
destruction of smut was the most 
serious for consideration, as the pres- 
ence of the smut in the grain tneant 
a great foss to the fanmersy It was 
to the interest of not only, the far- 
mers bux to everybody to find out 
the cause of the smut and the meth- 
od for its destruction. 

W. B. Lanizan also made a happy 
speech, telling of the pleasure 
jhe had in accomparying ‘the seed spe- 
cial upon i¥vs four of the west. On 
behalf of the C. P. R. he bade a hear- 
ty welcome fo the farmers andi citi- 
zens of Emonton to the seed special. 
He thought that the weed question 
was very fmportant. Something 
shoulé be done io destroy the weed.

complishing the purpose for which 
i¢ was Intended. 

Prof. Clarke then proceeded with his 
lecture on the cause of smut and the 
best means of its eradication. His 
address was exceedingly interesting, 
and ‘he used numerous jilustrations 
and charts to assist him in defining! 
more clearly to those present the his- 


ttory of the growth of the seed and 


the manner in which it became con- 
taminated with smut. 

T. N. Willing followed wijth a very 
explicit exptanation of the various 
noxious weeds and the best means of 
dealing with them and becoming [free 
of them. He also dwejt a gireat deal 
upon the smut question, and said that 
the usual remedy used was a solution 
of bluestone... A very simple test to 
ascertain whether the bluestone con- 
tained fron was to mix a little ammo- 
nia with the -solution. If the biue- 
stone were pure the solution would 
remain. 2 deep blue, but if it contain- 
ed Tron it would appear to be of a 
brownish tint. 

Angus MacKay spoke upon the nof- 
germination and selevtion of © seed. 
Ifa farmer sowed seed of which only 
50 per cent. would germinate he could 
not expect fo have a good crop. A 
farmer shold {now exactly what he 
is sowing. Some of the best samples 
of oats he had ever seen had not ger- 


minated over five per cent. A good 
test of sted which would germinate 


well was to piace some of the sted 
grain on a piece of cloth{.on a plate 
and keep it fn a warm room. The 
seed that germinated in three days 
would be the Sest seed whiile the 
seed which took longer than three 
days would be poor seed. 

Angus Mackay, in speaking of the 
eradication of noxious weeds said 
that the weeds had to be dwelt with 
Jat a certain time and no other iime. 
The use of fle harrow was often a 
good way in which to enadicate the 
weeds but ® would not do to leave 
the weeds until they went to seed 
and then harrow the land. A good 
time was shortly after the seed grain 
had been sown, when the weeds were 
just beginning to come up. Then 
again Tm about ten days, 
grain was two or three inches high. 
itor the Canada Thistle the best time 
to harrow would be when the thistle 
was just Deginning to bloom, and the 
nutrition from the reots was used up 
in producing the fiower. The roots 
were then -at their weakest.

mileage and population in the United 
States. ; 


Incidentally he referred to the pres- 
sure on railway managers for cosily 
improvements on the one hand and for 
lower rates on the other, with, at 
the same time, the necessity for paying 
interest on investments. He there- 
fore urged his hearers not do do any- 
thing to preducine the interesis of the 
railways who are so far dependent on 
foreign capital for their investment. 
Turning to the Canadian question in 
particular, Mr. Hays made two or three 
significant remarks. One was his be- 
lief in the necessity of the section of 
the new transcontinental railway north 
of Lake Superior being constructed. He 
also urged that the Deminion Govern- 
ment should in future devote money to- 
ward enlarging the .facilities of lake 
and ocean ports, instead of further im- 
provements on canals, and that ocean 
points should be nationalized. The wa- 
terways should be improved and he 
knew of no country so wonderfully en- 
dowed with such means of regulating 
railway rates. 


“T have heard it said,” continued Mr. 
Hays, “that I favored lakes, but had 
no use for a line to the nurth of Lake 
Superior. Gentlemen, that would be a 
very great mistake from a_ business 
standpoint if I ever for a moment had 
such an idea. The waterways will al- 
ways command a large percentage of 
the grain during the season of naviga- 
tion, but just as there has been from 
Chicago by rail, so there will be from 
the Canadian northwest’ an ever-in-- 
creasing volume of traffic going by rail 
efter the lakes have closed, and what 
you need is to get that traffic by rail 
in as easy grades and directness of 
line as possible. 

“Then if there is. any province inter- 
ested in that portionofthe undertaking it 
is Ontario, which for years must be the 
manufacturing centre of Canada for all 
that rapidly growing territory of the 
northwest where leber will be too ex- 
pensive to start manufactures, and 
where you must ship furniture, reap- 
ers, harvesters, threshers, boots and 
shoes, dry goods ‘and everything that 
settlers need. Ontario must have not 
only water connection, but the best of 
rail connection the year round, to the 
Canadian northwest.”
